150 years, Saskatchewan alone will 
have a sandy waste of 6000 square mil- 
es.

[lowed by farmers in every part of Al- 
berta if millions. of acres are to be 
saveq from wind and water erosion. 
Grass growing restores humus and if 
a mixture of legume seeds sucan as 
sweet clover and alfalfa are included 
with grass seed, nitrogen is res*ored.

Local Fish And Game 
Association Release 
Pheasants Here 


We have been informed by Mr. H. B. 
Buckle, president of the Wainwright 
Fish and Game Association that during 
the past few weeks’ seventy-five Chin. 
ese Ring-Necked Pheasants, brought 
from the Alberta Government hatchery 
at Brooks, Alberta, have been released 


in the territory adjacent to Watn- 
wright. These’ birds are excellent 
eqme birds, and it is hoped that lo- 
cal hunters will co-operate by refrain- 
ing from taking these birds until they 
‘have had sufficient time-to establish 


themselves, It might be pointed out 
here that the shooting of these birds 
is not permitted’ at present tn this 
area, and anyone found guilt of this 
offence is subject to penalty. 

The Fish and Game Association al. 
so have another interesting item tq re 
port. In their annual campaign. for 
the destruction of crows and magpies 
conducted throught the schools, the 
Wainwright association came tenth 
in the province. Altogether a total of 
3,057 pairs of crow and magpie legs 
were turned in by the students of the 
schools in the area covered by this 
group. ,

Stop And Think 


One is sometimes led to wonder 
whether large groups of people can be | 
systematically deluded by others, ' 
must they participate in the process by 
deluding themselves? There can be no’ 
question, for instance, of the ifitelll- 
gence of the organized worker, He 
would, probably average well with any 
group in the community; but it seems 
that he has been 80 completely. indoc- 
trinated by his leaders that he tends to 
accept rather than reflect. It is quite 
understandable that labor leaders, 
whose position depends on maintain- 
ing the idea of the unrelenting con- 
flice with capital, should continue to 
argue that the worker is being exploit- 
ed. But there is no reason why the 
worker himself should nto see through 
this delusion. 


Recently Pat Conroy, secretary- 
treasurer of the Canadian Congress vt 
Labor, sent a letter of warning to the 
Prime Minister, arguing that labor 
could not be asked to submit to wage 
controlse—voluntary or otherwise— 
while prices were not controlled, This 
must seem a bit like shadow-boxing to 
a public that every day is faced with 
new strike threats in support of recur- 
ring wage demands. Is the public’ sup- 
posed to know of these demands? Or 
is it supposed to blindly accept, as just 
ification, Mr. Conroy's bald statement 
that “prices are now out-stripping 
wages.” The public may be excused for 
accepting a statement that, for all ‘they 
know, may be true!! But the Govern- 
ment is in a different position, It has 
its own figures which completely re- 
fute Mr. Conroy's contentions regard- 
Img prices and wages. Mr. Conroy 
knows’ this, so he must have been mote 
interested in the effect of his state-' 
iment’ on the public than its effect on 
the government, 

The intelligent worker, left to his 
own thinking, would probably quickly 
realize that steadily increasing wages 
and steadily declining work hours must 
eventually result in higher prices, and 
that further wage demands could only 
accentuate that difficulty. He might go 


friendly to the recent suggestion of 
Toronto contractors of an 
plan by which accelerated effort would 
command higher wages. But that might 
have admitted that employers were 
reasonable and wouldn't take advan- 
tage and crack the whip over workers’ 
backs. That officials couldn’t admit. 
No one, of course, reflected that the 
unions are pretty good whip-crackers 
on their own, That “whip-cracking, 
just as a casé In point, got Toronto 
bricklayers $1.95 an hour for- laying 
about 400 bricks when a decade ago it 
was customary to lay about 1,500 
bricks a day for a fraction of that wage 
Neither the bricklayers nor the con- 
tractors worried too much. The. extra 
dollars could be easily added to the cost 
jof a new home that were already pre- 
Pposterous. And no one thought of as- 
ociating this increase with the mount- 
ing eost of living. Doesn't it seem that 
a little sober, individual thinking might 
be the best help for all of us?

There are many other valuable local organizations such 

as the hospital auxiliary, which we cannot list here for lack 
of space and time, all. doing valuable jobs. : 
We realize that there are many other things that could and 
should be done . . . but these will only be accomplished when 
those who are dissatisfied with conditions as they are come out 
in the open, and either take the lead or fall into the traces 
behind some leader, and put real effort behind the development 
they feel should be carried out.

Harvesting Frozen Grain — 


Frozen grain should not be harvest- 
‘ed till it is thoroughly dry if it has to 
be stored’for any period of timé. Green 
ness combined with the frozen condi- 
tion will result in rapid deterioration if 
the grain is tough.

ferable to leaving it for straight com- 
bining aa the straiw of frozen grain us- 
ually stays green quite late and doesn’t 
let the.grain dry properly. 

The price spreads for grain this year 
also make it necessary to obtain as 
high a grade as possible for grain. 
T.B. Free Area 

Wainwright Municipality has been 
declared a T.B. free area under the 
Health. of Animals division of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture.

Obese — Overweight 


Cause! oh 


A review of the literature on obesity 

reveals increasing evidence that the 
sole cause of obesity is a calorie iritace 
in excess of body requirements, it is 
stated in an article—“The Managetmen* 
of Obesity”"—by Dr. D. B. Roger of Re- 
gina, Sask., in the Canadian Medical 
Association Journal. A condensed ver- 
, Sion of Dr. Roger’s technical, contri- 
|{pution has been released by the Health 
League of Canada through its Health 
News Service. 


Dr. Roger quotes authorities as con- 
cluding that obesity—the state ‘of be- 
‘ing overweight—is caused by overeat- 
(ing with six causes of overeating, n#m- 

jely, (1) inculeation of the habit by an 
overzealous or miguided mother; (2) 
the gratification obtained from the flav 
ors of foods; (3) the feeling of repose 
and comfort produced by the full sto- 
‘mach; (4) the temporary respite from 
difficulties “obtained by indulging in 
food; (5) an unchanged appetite in per 
sons whose calorie need is lessened by 
illness; and (6) food habits of vouth, 
when thé requirements are less and 
thus result in obesity. 

The use of a positive rather than a 
negative approach to any diet is pre- 
ferable, writes Dr. Roger. The more 
normhal the diet can be the better the 
psychological effect, The less the pu- 
tient talks and thinks about food, the

And, definitely not in favor are 
methods of treatment which include ex 
‘ereise,,endocrine therapy, especially 
thyroid extract, dinitrophenol, emphe- 
tamine sulphate and its dextrois«mer 
dexedrine, diuretics, sweat therapy, 
laxatives, colonic irrigation, and re- 
ducing belts. lh

Zealand seem to indicate that the. rise 
in prices of woollen goods has aitill 
not nearly reached its peak, Prices at 
these sales are often a pointer to 
trends later in the main wool-selling 
season and to subsequent prices for 
manufactured goods on the world mar 
kets. 


Prices at these sales have shattered 
ill New Zealand records. A large pro- 
portion of the wool sold has been 
“crutchings” and for this usually neg- 
lected item prices as much as) three to 


|four times as high as at the same time 


last year were realized. Some farmers 
received as much for their crutchings 
as they did for the pick of the finest 
fleece wool only last season. In fact 
some sellers got chéques for the crut~- 
chings sales as large’ as in some sea- 
sons they have obtained for their en. 
tire ‘clip. . 

Fleece wool, which at one time dur- 


jing the main selling season appeared 


to be levelling off, also showed a fur- 
ther startling advance in price! Rates 
were about 19 cents per pound higher 
than at the close of the main selling 
season and an all-time record for New 
Zealand was made when one line of 
fleece wool sold for $1.25 per pound. 
Woolgrowers for some yearg have 
been receiving prices far above any~ 
thing they have known in the past and 
the further heavy increases sliown at 
the sales have had wide repercussions, 
Most farmers ‘do not think that the pre 
sent rates can last, but in the mean- 
time, with prices for dairy produce 
yand meat tending to level off, the 
\ swing to sheep farming has been giv- 
{en a marked impetus. 
| The lure of fabulous wool _ prices 
| has seen many areas, once given over 
jentirely to dairy farmingg transfer to 
sheep in recent seasons. This move 
|has been accelerated because sheep 
farming needs less, year-round labor, 
a perpetual problem for New Zeatand 
farmers.

Three generations ago tomatoes were 
considered poisonous. Some daring per 
gon ate oné of the beautiful frutts and 
survived. From that. time on, the to- 
mato has steadily increased in favour 
as a food, Nutritionists gave impetus to 
its popularity by emphasizing the food 
value. : 

.The dictionary tells us “the tomato 
is a wholesome and nutritious fruit” 
but less emphasis is put on its use as 
a fruit than as a vegetable. Actually 
the tomato is equally good as.a vege- 
table or fruit and either green or fully 
ripe. 


‘The Italiang called the tomato the 


“golden apple” and English people 
often referred to it as a “Love apple”. 
To many people a fully red-ripe to- 
mato tastes much better when eaten 
out of the hand, picnic style, just as 
they eat an apple. 

The green tomato does not get as 
much publicity as the red but it could 
add interesting variety to many meals 

The home economists of the Con- 
sumer Section, Canada Department of 
Agriculture, suggest several excellet.t 
Ways to use those tomatoes which 
would otherwise be nipped by the first 
frost before they ripen.

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Woman Shutterbug 
Picks Up Pieces 
When Atoms Smash 


ROCHESTER, N Y. — When scien- 
tists smash atoms with a cyclotron, 
Mrs. Ida Tschiderer helps them pick up 
the pieces. ; 

She's an “atomic detective” working 
with camera and microscope to hunt 
the tiny tracks made on photographio 
film by nuclear particles from explod- 
ing atoms, The tracks are made in the 
emulsion of highly seneitive plates. 

Scientists study the ralle—too small 
to be seen by the unaided eye—to find 
out just how atoms behave. 4 

“It's like getting a look into the un- 
known,” says Mrs. Techiderer, who re- 
cently published a technical article 
about her work. 

Sometimes she makes as many as 60 
photographs through a high-powered 
microscope to enlarge one complete 
track. Then she pieces the sections to- 
gether like a jigsaw puzzle. 

The attractive 36-year-old brunette 
was gradtiatea from Nazareth College, 
Rochester, in 1936 as a chemistry major. 
After working as a laboratory techni- 
clan she went into the Emulsion Re- 
search Department at Kodak Résearch 
Laboratories. 

Until the. atomic age reached full 
| swing, she was engaged mostly in ex- 
perimental ‘work -involving mathemat- 
ical calculations, Emulsion making and 
study of the tiny silver grains that pro- 
duce photographs. 

When the laboratories started work 
on nuclear track plates, in 1947, Mra. 
Téchidered was assigned her role of 
detective. During the last three years 
she has observed literally millions of 
| tracks and has photographed several 
thousand,

terests include gardening, making all 
her own clothes and taking movies.,

“There are brighter prospects for 
livestock dairy ana poultry. Our popu- 
lation has risen to about 14 million and 
the U.S.A. now has population of over 
160 million. As long as fair prosperity 
prevails, & good market for such pro- 
ducts. will continue. The US. imports 
¥Yrom 400,000 to 600,000 head of cattle 
annually, and thig has been of great 
advantage to Canadian cattle produc- 
ers. 

"Great Britain can reasonably he ex- 
pected to take the bulk of wheat ex- 
ports’ and quite a’ quantity of surplus 
bacon, but if we are: to sell, we will 
have to buy. Britain's investments 
abroad can pay for only 56% per cent 
of imports from dollar . countries in 
contrast with 40% before the war. In 
addition Britafn went into 11.6 bi.lions 
of debt. Last year Canada bought 
British goods at the rate of $25 per 
capita. If this was raised to $54 Britain 
would have sufficient dollars to buy all } 
the wheat, bacon and cheese Cana 
wishes to sell. 

Home. Market 

“The best market for Canadian farm 
products is domestic. Last year dom- 
estic consumption of pork rove trom 
65,000 to 85,000. So far in 1950 we have 
been unable to meet our current com- 
mitment of pork to Britain. Dr.. Robert 
Sinclair of U. of A., says that the aver- 
age price received for barley marke‘ed 
through hogs during the. past 31 years 
was 86 cts. a bushel, compared w ch 64 
cts. local elevator price.

Farm Price Support 

“Twenty-five years ago there was 
little interference in sale of farm | ro- 
ducts, particularly grain.

Make Hunting A 
Safer Sport — 


At least 95 per cent ofall hunting 
accidents each fall can be avoideg) if 
every” hunter acquaints himself with 
the fundamentals of safe gun handling 
and constantly practices them, These 
fundamentals are simple and serve a 
dual purpose: they help keep hunting 
a safe sport and make for better mark- 
manship. 


There is no excuse for carelessness in 
gun handling, whether the weapon is 
loaded or not. The cardinal rule of gun 
safety is “treat every gun with the 
respect due a loadeq gun.” Always re- 
member—never point a gun at any- 
thing. you do not want to shoot. Never 
leave your gun unattended unless you 
unload first. Never climb a tree or a 
fence with a loaded gun, 

Carry only empty guns—taken down 
or with the action open-—into your 
automobile, camp or home, Whenever 
you pick up a gun, indoors or outdoors, 
always first point the muzzle in a safe 
direction and examine the piece care- 
fully to mae sure whether or not it is 
loaded, 

Pointing a loaded gun towards a com 
panion is the unpardonable sin of shoot 
ing ethics. Do it just once and you 
have lost the respect and comradeship 
of your friend, and branded yourself a 
thoughtless novice or a careless, dan- 
gerous shooter with whom it is unsafe 
to go afield. 

It is a compliment to be invited to 
go hunting with an experienced gun- 
ner, It means he believes you will ob- 
serve all safety rules and practice good 
sportsmanship. Don’t let him down by 
taking chances ang you'll help make 
hunting a safer sport. It’s just as easy 
to be careful as careless.
